The  Port  was  permanently  constituted  a Port  vSauitary  District  by  .i 
an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  May  9th,  1883,  and  an  ' 
amending  Order  dated  22nd  February,  1938,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
made  iinder  Sections  3,  9 and  314  of  he  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

I — Constitution  of  Port  Health  Author! (y:  — 

“ The  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Burgesses  of  thei  Borough  of  Newi^ort,  a.cting  by  the  Council.  It  ’ 
discharges  Port  functions  in  waters  labutting  upon  the  Magor  and  i 
St.  Mellons  llural  District  in  addition  to  the  Newport  County  I 
Borough.”  ! 

II — Limits  of  Jurisdiction  : —

Ill— SOERCE  OE  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  drinking  water  of  the  Port  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation  of 
Newport,  which  obtains  its  supply  from  upland  waters  which  are 
impounded  in  four  Re.servoirs,  the  water  subsequentlj^  being  filtered 
through  pressure  filters.  An  additional  supply  is  noM^  obtained  from 
Talybont,  which  comes  from  the  Brecon  Beacons.  This  is  passed  through 
Gravity  Low  Pressurei  Filters  and  is  finally  chlorinated. 

The  water  supply  is  shipped  direct  from  the  town  mains.  There 
are  no  water  boats. 

IV— PORT  HEALTH  REGULATIONS,  1933  and  1945 

1.  — Arrangements  eor  Dealing  avith  Declarations  of  Hcealth 

H.M.  Customs  Officers  and  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  collect  the 
Declarations  of  Health  from  the  Masters  of  ships  arriving  in  the  Port. 
The  Declarations  of  Health  collected  by  the  Customs  Officers  are  obtained 
subsequently  from  the  Waterguard  Office  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
In  cases  Ayhere  vessels  have  sickness  on  board  or  have  come  from  “ infected 
ports,”  the  Declarations  of  Heialth  are  left  on  board  for  the  Medical 
Officer’s  examination  and  a record  thereof  made  in  a book  kept  by  the 
Customs . 

2.  — Boarding  of  Yessbls  on  Arrival 

Vessels  are  boarded  upon  arrival  or  shortly  lafterwards  by  H.M. 
Customs  Officers  and  also  on  occasions  by  the  Medical  and  Port  Sanitary 
Staff. 


y. — Notification  to  the  Authoiuty  of  inwakd  \'esskls  liEQUiiiiNo 
Special  Attention 

The  Minister  of  Health,  by  notice  published  in  the  “ London 
Gazette,”  20th  August,  1948,  declared  that  the  provisions  of  Article  b 
of  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  1933,  shall  apply  to  the  Neu^^iort  Port 
Sanitary  district  as  from  1st  December,.  1948. 

The  section  in  question  reads  as  follows  : — 

0. — (1)  Where  the  Minister  has  by  notice  published  in  the 
London  Gazette  ’ declared  that  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall 
apply  to  any  district  specified  in  the  notice,  thei  master  of  any  foreign- 
going'  ship  fitted  with  a suitable  wireless  transmitting  apparatus,  on 
approaching  such  a district  from  a foreign  port,  shall,  if  any  person 
on  board  has  symptons  which  may  be  indicative  of  infectious  disease 
other  than  tuberculosis,  or  if  there  are  any  circumstances  requiring 
the  attention  of  the  Medical  Officer,  send  to  the  Port  Health 
Authority  a wireless  message  embodying  such  of  the  information  set 
out  in  the  vSecond  Schedule  to  these  regulations  as  are  applicable. 

‘‘('2)  Any  wireless  message  so  required  to  be  sent  so  as  to  reach 
the  Port  Health  Authority  not  more  than  twelve,  and  not  less  than 
four  hours,  before  the  time  at  which  the  shiji  is  expected  to  arrive  in 
the  district. 

“(3)  Any  wireless  in  wireless  code  delivered  to  the  Port  Health 
Authority  shall,  unless  otherwise  jirovided  in  the  notice  published 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (1)  of  this  article,  conform  with  the  section 
relating  to  thei  1931  International  Code  of  Signals.” 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  receiition  (and  decoding,  if 
necessary)  of  wireless  messages  sent  direct  to  the  Port  Health  Office,  and 
the  telegraphic  address  of  ‘‘  Portelth  Newport  ” has  been  registered  by 
the  Post  Office. 

Wireless  messages  are  also  received  through  Ag’ents  apiiroved  by  the 
Port  Health  Authority.  Before  this  apiiroval  is  given  howeven,  agents 
are  required  to  furnish  evidence  that  they  possess  facilities  for  receiving- 
such  meissages  at  all  times  of  the  day  or  night,  and  can  undertake  prompt 
transmission  to  the  Port  Health  Office  of  any  messages  received  by  them 
relating  to  the  state  of  health  on  board. 

The  following  agents,  having  satisfied  these  requirements,  have  been 
approved  as  agents  for  the  purpose  of  Article  G of  the  Regulations:  —

and  C.  Shaw  Lovell  and  Sons.  TJd. 

4. — Mooring  Stations  Designated  under  Article  10 

(m)  Within  the  Docks  : An  isolated  huoy  within  the  Docks  or  the 
ships’  ordinary  place  of  mooring. 

(b)  Outside  the  Docks  : “ The  Spit.” 
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5.  — Paeticulaks  of  any  Standing  Exemptions  feom  the  Peovisions 

OF  Aeticlb  14 

Tiiese  comprise  ships  with  infectious  diseases  other  than  cholera, 
plague,  yellow  fever,  typhus  fever  or  smallpox  on  board  and  ships  from 
ports  in  areas  listed  under  Article  11  unless  they  are  carrjdng  cargoes  of 
grain  or  unless  there  has  been  during  the  voyage  sickness  or  death  among 
the  crew  or  passengers  or  unusual  mortality  among  the  rats  on  board. 
In  all  such  cases  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  immediately  notified. 

6.  — Expeeiencb  op  Woeking  of  Aeticlb  16 

Notices  have  been  displayed  from  time  to  time  near  the  Entrance 
Locks,  and  although  warnings  had,  in  the  early  days,  to  be  given  to  a 
few  persons  displaying  undue  anxiety  to  get  on  board  before  ships  had 
been  cleared,  no  difficulty  is  now  experienced.  The  Customs  Officer 
notifies  the  Master  when  boarding  that  no  person  is  to  board  or  leave  the 
vessel  until  it  is  released  under  the  regulations. 

7.  — What,  ip  any,  Aeeangements  Have  Been  Made  For  — 

(a)  Premises  and  Wa/iting-room^s  for  Medical  E xaminatioT} . 

On  the  larger  vessels  using  the  Port,  adequate  facilities  for 
medical  examinations  are  usually  available  on  board.  Alternative 
arrang'ements  have  been  made  to  utilise  the  Reception  Centre  at 
69  Stow  Hill. 

{b)  Cleansing  axnd  DisinfecHon  of  Ships,,  Peyrsons  and  ClMhing  mul 

Other  Articles. 

Disinfection  of  accommodation  on  ships  is  carried  out  by 
spraying  formaldehyde  or  Izal  or  by  means  of  burning  sulphur. 

Clothing,  beds  and  bedding-  are  removed  in  the  Local 
Authority’s  disinfection  vehicle  to  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  and 
passed  throug*h  a steam  disinfector. 

Arrangements  are  also  in  existence  for  persons  and  their 
clothing*  to  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  at  St.  Woolos 
Hospital  in  cases  of  verminous  infestation. 

(c)  Premises  for  the  Temporary  Accommodation  of  Persons  for  whom 

such  Accommodation  is  Required  for  'the  Purposes,  of  the 

Regulations . 

St.  Woolos  Hospital  and  Allt-yr— yn  Hospital  are  used  for 
the  accommodation  of  patients.  Well  persons  would  be  provided 
for  by  the  Shipping  Agents  and  through  the  Chief  Welfare 
Officer  who  is  acquainted  with  billeting-  facilities  in  the  town. 

{d)  Hospital  Accommodation  Available  for  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow 

Fever,  Smallpox,  and  Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  cases  of  Plague,  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever,.  Smallpox,  and  Typhus  Fever  to  be  admitted  to 
the  Cardiff  Isolation  Hospitals,  maintained  for  that  purpose. 

Other  infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  AUt-yr-yn  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Newport, 
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(e)  Amhulance  Transport.  | 

Cases  of  infec.tioois  disease  are  conveyed  in  the  Borous'li  i 
Ambulances,  by  arrangement  between  the  two  Authorities.  j 

(/)  Supervision  of  Confacis.  I 

Forward  notices  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  districts  j 
concerned  when  contacts  leave  the  port.  Those  contacts  who  i 
remain  within  the  Port  District  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  i 
Port  Sanitary  Staff  during  the  period  of  surveillance.  i 

8 & 9. — Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological 

Examination  of  Eats  foe  Plague 

The  bacteriological  examinations  of  rats  in  connection  with  Plague 
precautions,  as  well  as  other  bacteriological  examinations  such  as  swabs 
for  K.L.B.,  Bloods  for  Widal  Eeaction,  etc.,  havei  been  carried  out  at  the 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  attached  to  the  Health  Department.  Facilities 
are  also  available  for  specimens  to  be  examined  at  thei  Laboratory  attached 
to  St.  Woolos  Hospital.

Facilities  for  free  diagnosis  and  treatment,  including  in-patient 
treatment,  for  all  seamen  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  provided 
at  the  Royal  (Iwemt  Hos])ita]. 

The  Clinic  is  now  open  for  : — 

Males  — 

Monday  morning,  10  to  12. 

Wednesday  afternoon,  2 to  4. 

Thursday  afternoon,  4.30  to  0.30. 

Friday  evening-,  6 to  8, 

An  irrigation  department,  ad.joining  the  Out-Patients'  Department 
at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  (open  daily)  provides  for  irrigation  treab 
ment  for  males  between  their  attendances  a.t  the  medical  session. 

Notices  are  hung  up  at  Public  Tvavatories  and  “ Public  House  ” 
Lavatories  giving  particulars  of  the  days  and  hours  of  the  Clinics.  Those 
in  and  near  the  docks  are  printed  in  four  languages  for  the  convenience 
of  foreign  seafaring  men. 


The  Local  Venereal  Diseases  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Health  Committee,  issued  during  the  year  1940  a Port  Health  Brochure i 
or  Seafarers’  Guide  for  distribution  to  all  seamen  arriving  at  the  Port. ' 
The  immediate  purpose  of  the  booklet  is  to  warn  seamen  of  the  risk  of 
contracting  venereal  disease  through  promiscuous  intercourse  and  to  give' 
particulars  of  the  Local  Treatment  Centre  and  of  Social  Centres  and 
places  of  entertainment  available  to  them  in  the  town.  Its  distribution 
was  continued  throughout  the  year  1948, 
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The  Medical  Ofl&cer  in  cluarge  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at  the 
Royal  Gwent  Hospital  has  supplied  me  with  the  following  particulars 
re  treatment  of  Seamen  who  visited  the  Port  during  the  year  : —

The  book  (V.44)  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  sripplied  to  eanli 
seaman  patient  to  ensure  continuity  of  treatment  at  other  port.s. 


The  total  number  of  seamen  examined  during  the  year  was  hig'her  by 
51.8  than  the  a.verag’e  for  the  previous  ■fiA''e  years. 


16.4  per  cent,  of  the  British  seamen  and  18.4  per  cent,  of  the  foreign 
seamen  examined  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease, 
compared  with  27.2  per  cent,  and  15.3  per  cent,  respectively  during  the 
previous  five  years. 

The  total  attendiainces  (438)  were  below  the  average  for  the  previous 
five  years  (513).  The  average  number  of  attendances  per  patient  was 
lower  also  (1.9)  compared  with  2.8  for  the  previous  five  years.  In  this 
matter  the  British  subjects,  with  1.9  attendances  per  patient,  did  slightly 
better  than  the  foreigmers,  whose  averag'e  per  patient  was  only  1.8.

Twenty-six  vessels  arrived  from  ports  infected  (or  suspected  to  be 
infected)  with  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  Small  Pox,  or  Typhus 
Fever  during  the  year. 
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Forty-six  cases  of  infectious  sickness,  etc.,  occurred  during  the 
voyages  to  Newport  or  after  arrival  here,  namely:  Malaria,,  9;

Y— MEASUEES  AGAINST  RODENTS 

1.  — Steps  T.^kbn  for  Detection  of  Rodent  PL-iGtiE 

(a)  Iri  ships  in  tJie  port,  (h)  On  qvays,  etc. 

Vessels,  quays,  warehouses,  etc.,  are  inspected  for  evidence  of  rats; 
any  dead  or  sick  rats  found  would  be  taken  to  the  Health  Department 
Laboratory  for  examination  for  Plague. 

2.  — Measures  Taken  to  Prevent  the  Passage  of  Rats  Betw'een 

Ships  and  the  Shore 

All  ships  are  advised  to  plaoe  rat  guards  on  the  mooring  ropes,  and 
those  ships  found  upon  inspection  to  have  rats  on  board  are  required  to 
fix  rat  guards. 

3.  — Methods  of  Der.atisatiion 

Deratisation  of  vessels  under  the  International  Regulations  for  .the 
prevention  of  Plague,  etc.,  is  carried  out  by  private  firms  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Hydrogen  Cyanide  sprayed 
and  in  an  absorbed  form  for  liberation,  traps,  and  poison  baits  were  used 
for  this  purpose.  The  rat  population  around  the  docks  has  been  materially 
reduced  of  recent  years  by  special  attention  to  warehouses  and  other  places 
of  harbourage,  such  as  river  banks,  tips,  etc.  824  rats  were  destroyed  on 
these  premises  in  1948,  compared  with  785  in  1947,  including  201  rats 
destroyed  by  the’  Docks  and  Inland  Waterw^ays  Executive’s  Ratcatcher. 
On  board  ship  867  rats  were  destroyed  as  against  551  in  1947. 

4.  — Measures  Taken  foe  the  Detection  of  Rat  Prevalence  in 

Ships  and  on  Shore 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the;  work  of  detection  of  rodents  on  vessels, 
quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  Port  and  Borough.  An 
experienced  rat-catcher  is_  specially  employed  for  this  work. 

5.  — Rat-Proofing 

{a)  T O' wlmt  extern, t are  dorl's,  loharves,  wcerehonses,  etc.,  rnt-proof? 

All  warehouses  in  the  Dock  area  are  built  of  brick  or  metal  with 
concrete  fioors. 

(h)  Action  taken  to  extend  rat-proofing . 

(i)  In  Ships. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  point  out  places  where  rat-proofing  is 
lacking  or  could  be  improved  to  Ship  Officers  and  Marine  Superintendents. 

(ii)  On  Shore. 

Holes,  cracks  and  general  dilapidations  in  concrete  floors,  etc., 
especially  near  underground  cables  and  drains,  etc.,  are  reported  to  the 
Dock  Authority,  who  repair  such  defects,

8.0  per  cent,  of  the,  1,775  vessels  inspected  during  the  ye.ar  had 
sanitary  defects  according  to  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  Board  of 
Trade.  1 A per  cent,  of  the.  foreign  vessels  v'ere  insanitary,  compared 
with  8.1  per  cent  of  the  British  vessels.  Of  the  vessels  inspected  from 
foreign  ports,  12.'2  per  cent,  had  sanitary  defects,  and  the  coastwise 
vessels  6.0  per  cent.

The  types  of  nuisances  and  de.fects  dealt  with  show  that  54.5  per  cent.  I 
of  the  nuisances  were  due  to  lack  of  care  and  sanitary  supervision  of  the  ; 
living  quarters,  whilst  45-5  per  cent,  were  due  to  defective  structural  | 
conditions,  including  those  caused  through  wear  and  tear.  The  great 
ma.jority  of  both  types  of  nuisances  could  have  been  avoided  by  stricter 
supervision  of  the  crew  and  attention  to  minor  structural  defects, 
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With  regard  to  iudividual  nuisances  discovered,  dirty  and  verminous 
crews’  quarters,  berths,  wiashplaces,,  and  messrooins  accounted  for  46.3  per 
cent.,  foul  water  closets  for  2.7  per  cent.,  and  defective  and  dirty  food 
lockers  33.7  per  cent. 

Lack  of  attention  to  fittings  and  structures,  including  defective  side 
ports,  heating’  apparatus,  bunks  and  showers,  were  responsible  for  a large 
proportion  of  the  other  insanitary  conditions. 

Although  many  of  the  above  insanitary  conditions  are  no  doubt  due 
to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  crew,  thei  “ ultimate  responsibility,”  as 
stated  by  the  special  Committee  appointed  by  shipowners  to  enquire  into 
the  subject,  ” rests  upon  the  master,  and  the  degree  of  cleanliness  is  a 
criterion  of  the  discipline  of  the  ship.” 

The  Mercantile  Marine  is  still  one  of  the  greatest  industries  of  this 
country,  and  as  the  living  conditions  of  seamen  are  closely  connected  with 
their  work,  we  have  to  bear  in  mind  when  considering  Marine  Hygiene, 
the  industrial  welfare  and  the  diseases  associated  with  the  Service. 

VII— FOOD  INSPECTION 

Particulars  of  the  food  imported  during  1948,  and  of  the  amount  of 
unsound  food  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  so  as  not  to  be  used  for 
human  food,  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  report  attached. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Collector  of  H.M.  Customs  and  his  “Preventive” 
Officers  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Pilotage  Board  for  affording  prompt  and 
valuable  assistance  at  all  times  in  carrying  out  preventive  work  in 
connection  with  Infectious  Diseases.

SIIIP  INSPECTION 

Vessels  entering'  tlie  port  are  A’isited  as  soon  as  possible  after  docking 
and  enquiries  made  concerning’  tlie  health  of  the  crew,  the  occurrence  of 
any  sickness  during  the  voyag’e,  the  source  of  the  water  supply,  the  condi- 
tion of  tanks  and  bilges,  and  the  presence  of  animals  or  parrots  on  board. 
The  deratisation  or  the  deratisation  exemption  certificate  is  inspected, 
and  if  found  to  be  in  order  the  inspector,  accompanied  by  a ship’s  officer, 
proceeds  to  the  examination  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel,  jjoint- 
ing  out  any  detects  or  nuisances  and  suggesting  the  remedy  to  be  adopted. 
The  majority  of  the  shipping  companies  are  always  ready  and  willing  to 
remedy  any  nuisances  or  defects  on  their  vessels  which  have  been  brought 
to  their  notice  by  the  liinjjector.  Serious  defects  to  structure  and  defects 
of  original  construction  are  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
Survejmr. 

During  the  year  1,775  vessels  were  inspected,  and  142  (8.0  per  cent.) 
of  them  were  found  to  have  luiisances  or  defects  on  board.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices  Avith  regard  to  these  A'essels. 
203  verbal  and  informal  notices  were  given,  as  a result  of  AA'hich  practi- 
cally all  tlie  nuisances  and  defects  were  remedied  and  0.1  (juayside 
nuisances  abated.  3,069  re-visits  AA'ere  made  to  A'essels  in  connection  Avifh 
sickness,  nuisances  and  defects,  rat  destruction  and  to  A'essebs  from 
infected  areas. 


As  shown  in  Table  I,  1,438  British  and  337  foreign-oAvned  vessels  Avere. 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  of  these  117  (8.1  per  cent.)  British  and  25 
(7.4  per  cent.)  foreign  were  found  to  haA-e  nuisances  and  defects  on  board. 
573  of  the  A'essels  AA'ere  from  foreign  and  1,202  from  coastAvise  ports,  the 
numhers  found  to  be  insanitary  being  70  (12-2  per  cent.)  and  72  (6.0  per 
cent.)  respectively. 

Nuis.ances  and  Defkcts 

Dirt,  Acrmin  and  other  conditions  prejudicial  to  health  accounted 
for  145  (54i5  per  cent.),  and  structural  defects  caused  through  Avear  and 
tear  l'2l  (45.5  per  cent.)  of  the  total  found.  The  numhers  and  types  of 
nuisances  and  defects  dealt  with  on  British-  and  foreign -OAAUied  A'essels, 
together  with  percentages,  are  shoAvn  in  Tables  II  and  III.  Table  IV 
indicates  the  various  nuisances  dealt  with,  and  of  these  22.7  per  cent. 
Avere  due  to  the  verminous  condition  of  quarters  and  berths,  33.7  per  cent, 
to  dirty  and  defectiA^e  lockers,  23.5  per  cent,  to  dirty  quarters,  5.0  ])er 
cent,  tio  defectiA'e.  ports,  and  6.4  per  cent,  to  foul  and  defectiA'e  water 
closets  and  fittings. 
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Dirt,  Vermin  and  Other  Conditions  Prejudicial  to  Health 

Dirty  and  verminous  crews’  quarters,  foul  water  closets,  choked 
scuppers,  dirty  food  lockers,  and  accumulations  of  refuse  accounted  for 
the  majority  of  the  nuisances  under  this  heading,  and  most  of  these 
coaditions  could  have  been  avoided  by  the  exercise  of  more  care  and 
stricter  supervision  of  the  crews. 


A number  of  British  vessels  were  inspected  at  the  termination  of 
voyages  and  not,  as  in  the  case  of  foreign  vessels,  during  the  course 
of  voyages.  6.1  per  cent,  of  British  as  compared  with  5.U  per  cent, 
of  foreign  ships  required  attention  on  account  of  this  type  of  nuisance. 


Previously  to  the  war,  thei  main  type  of  vermin  found  on  vessels  was 
the  bed  bug,  which  to  a great  extent  was  localised  in  the  sleeping  quarters, 
but  during  the  war  period  many  vessels  became  infested  with  cockroaches 
which  found  their  way  into  most  parts  of  the  accommodation.  During  the 
year  87  iier  cent,  of  the  vessels  and  97  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  rooms 
dealt  with  on  account  of  vermin  were  infested  with  cockroaches. 


When  vessels  were  heavily  infested  with  vermin,  disinfestation  was 
carried  out  by  means  of  the  4-cide  method  (pressure  spraying),  followed 
by  the  application  of  an  insecticide  powder,  by  applying  Gammaxenei  or 
Fumite  (D.D.T.),,  or  by  fumigating*  with  hydrogen  cyanide.  Slight 
infestations  were  dealt  with  by  dismantling  bunks  and  fittings,  using  a 
blow  lamp  and  by  hand  spraying  a liquid  insecticide  into  all  crevices. 


Structural  Deebcts  Caused  Through  Wear  and  TkAR 

Defective  port  frames,  linings  and  broken  glasses,  defective  heating 
apparatus,  bunks,  water  closets,  lockers  and  leaky  decks  were  resi)onsil)le 
for  the  g'leater  number  of  this  type,  of  defect  (195,  85.5  per  cent.),  and 
many  of  these  conditions  were  caused  by  misuse  and  lack  of  attention. 
Other  defects  dealt  with  were,  defective  washbasins,  showers,  floors,  waste 
pipes,  broken  entrance  door,  defective  valves,  taps,  hand  pumps,  steam 
boilers,  ventilators  and  sanitary  tanks.  This  type,  of  defect  was  found  on 
board  4.8  per  cent,  of  the  British  vessels  and  4.1  per  cent,  of  the  Foreign 
vessels  inspected  during  the  3^e.ar.

RAT  DESTRUCTION 

TEe  warehouses,,  sheds,  quays,  hoists,  sidings,  river  hanks,  wharves 
and  private  premises  within  the  district  were,  periodically  inspected. 
The  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive’s  Ratcatcher  co-operates 
with  the  Port  Health  vStaft,  and  immediate  nie.a.sures  are  taken  when  fresh 
evidence  of  rats  are  seen  or  their  presence  reported.  10,650  poison  baits 
were,  laid  down  by  the  Authority’s  Ratcatcher  during'  the  year  and  623 
rats  were  found  dead  after  the  poisoning.  Of  these  148  were  picked  up 
on  the  wharvesi  and  ba.nks  of  the  River  Usk,  57  on  the  banks  of  the  Rive.r 
Ebbw,  and  418  Avithin  the  Docks.  The  Docks  aiid  Inland  Waterways 
Executive’s  Ratcatcher,  avIio  dealt  AA'ith  the  more  heavily  infeste.d  jdaces  ' 
Avithiu  the  dock  area,  by  the  pre-baiting  method,  laid  1,330  poison  baits  ' 
a.nd  picked  up  201  dead  rats  and  104  mice.  The  numbe.r  of  rats  destroyed  ' 
on  board  vessels  during  the  year  was  851.  20  vessels;  were  fumiga.ted  by 
means  of  hydrogen  cyanide  (prussic  acid  gas),,  537  rats  being  kille.d, 
Avhilst  a further  51  rats  Avere  destroyed  on  11  of  these  vessels  by  means  of 
traps  and  poison  baits.  On  36  vessels  deratisation  was  carried  out  by 
measures  of  trapping  and  poison  baits,  resulting  in  the  de,structiou  of 
269  rats. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  hydrogen  cyanide  has  been  the.  oiiL 
fumigant  used  for  the  destruction  of  rats  a.nd  vermin  on  vessels  durinn 
the  y'ear.  There  has  been  no  sulphur  fumigation  on  vessels  at  NeAA'por 
during’  the  past  four  years.

Thirty-seven  vessels  were,  inspected  and  searclied  in  connec.tion  with 
the  issue  of  dera.tisation  exemption  certificates. 

Certificates  issued; — De.ratisation.  51;  Exemption,  37. 

With  a few  exceptions,  all  vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  examined 
for  evidence  of  rats,  and  when  rece.nt  indications  are  found  precautions 
are  taken  to  prevent  the  rats'  making  their  wa.y  to  the  shore. 

THE  PAKROTfi;  (PROHIBITION  OF  IMPORT) 
REGTH.ATTONS,  1930. 

The  importation  of  any  bird  of  the  parrot  species  is  prohibite.d  h.y 
these  regulations,  unless  for  con.signment  to  the  London  Zoological  Societ.N’ 
or  by  special  permission  of  tlie  Minister  of  Health  and  enr[uirie.s  are  made 
Oil  all  foreign  going  vessels  as  to  the  presence  of  any  bird  on  hoa.rd. 

Two  parrots  and  seven  budgerigars  were,  brought  into  the  port,  during 
the  year,  on  board  six  vessels.  Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners,  pro- 
hibiting the  removal  of  the.  birds  from  the  vessels  and  in  all  cases  written 
undertakings  were  given  that  the  birds  would  not  be  landed.  The  birds 
were  in  a healthy  condition  and  were  taken  away  on  board  thei  vessels 
when  they  left  the  port. 

Vessels  From  Infected  Areas 

Twenty-six  of  the  vessels  inspected  during  the  year  were  from  infected 
areas.  These  vessels  werei  boarded  in  the  Entrance  Locks  or  immediateL' 
upon  arrival  a.t  their  berths  and  being  from  Tj^phus  Fever  infected  areas 
were  examined  for  evidence  of  vermin,  in  conjunction  with  the  medical 
examination  of  the  crews. 

Importation  of  Animals 

The  various  orders  with  reference  to  the  importation  of  canine  and 
other  animals  have  been  enforced  during  the  year.  102  dogs  ami  399  cats 
were  carried  on  board  251  vessels  entering  the  port. 

IVith  the  exception  of  one  dog'  landed  under  permit  from  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  ancl  Fisheries  and  one  which  was  destroyed,  the  animals 
were  kept  on  board  the  ships  and  were  taken  away  from  the  port  when  the 
vessels  departed, 
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FOOD  INSPECTION. 

EUUi)  AND  DRUGS  ACTS  1948  AND  1944. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (IMPORTED  FOOD) 
REGULATIONS,  1947  AND  1948. 

The  iuspectiou,  examination  and  control  of  foodstuffs  imported  under 
the  above  regula.tioiis  has  been  greatly  faciliated  by  the  co-operation  of  the 
Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise. 

The  amount  of  foodstuft's  laudefl  in  the  port  during  the  year  was 
41,478  tons  which  included  coastwise  cargoes  of  grain  and  flour.  Most  of 
the  remaining  items  were  imported  from  Continental  Countries.
